Crude Oil Reaches Destination 
Trouble-Plagued Trip Ends 
For Ten Billion Barrels 


VALDEZ, Alaska (UPI) - A thick 
river of North Slope crude oil, 
vanguard of a 10-billion barrel supply 
that will last into the 21st century, 
completed a troubled 800-mile journey 
across the nation’s largest state early 
today, gushing into the Southern 
terminal of the $9 billion trans-Alaska 
pipeline. 
The oil finally reached Valdez at 
4:02 a m. EDT (11:02 p.m. Thursday, 
Valdez time), after a 38-day Yun 
during which the line was shut down 
six times. 
A bomb-shaped “pig” scooting 
ahead of the oil struck with a sharp 
“thunk” into a recovery trap to 
complete the trip from Prudhoe Bay. 
The black crude then gushed past 
into huge storage tanks at a rate of 200 
barrels per minute. 
Energy-hungry Americans will tap 
those barrels for the next 25 to 30 
years to heat their homes, run their 
machinery, and provide countless 
other modem necessities. 
Seconds after word was phoned 
from behind the tight security of the 
terminal, a siren atop the Valdez 
police department wailed a long 
greeting that bounced off the steep 
Project Amicus Seeks to Aid 
Retarded Persons in Trouble 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The young 
woman was in a lot of trouble. The 
judge, jury and even her own attorney 
were convinced she had poisoned her 
child. She did not understand what 
was happening or why she was the 
center of attention. 
It was her attorney who finally 
recognized in his client a malady he 
had known in his own family. He 
asked her what schools she had at­ 
tended, to count the coins in his hand 
and to find her name in the telephone 


directory. 
She couldn’t — her mental capacity 
was that of a child. No one could tell 
by appearances, or even by talking to 
her, that she was retarded. 
There are hundreds of similar 
stories and all true, according to Ben 
Marroquin, director of the week-old 
Project Amicus, meaning “project 
friend.” 
“On a nationwide level, it became 
obvious that a lot of retarded in­ 
dividuals were falling through cracks 


in the system,” Marroquin said. 
“There isn’t sufficient knowledge of 
criminal justice personnel to identify 
mentally retarded people in the initial 
intake. 
“In the absence of that, it spells a lot 
of trouble for those individuals when 
they get arrested and go through trial 
and are eventually sentenced.” 
Criminal justice has safeguards, 
such as the Miranda warnings, but 
they do not apply sufficiently for 
mentally retarded persons, he said. 


snow-capped mountains, which nearly 
surround the new oil superport. 
Cars drove through the dusty 
streets of Valdez, horns blaring, and 
firecrackers exploded in sporadic 
rapid-fire cracks. 
Terminal workers im mediately 
began filling IO storage tanks with an 
estimated 2 million barrels before the 
first load is pumped into a tanker, 
probably during the weekend. 
“At this time all systems are going 
smoothly and, of course, we are very 
happy about the arrival of the oil here 
in Valdez,” said a spokesman for 
Alyeksa Pipeline Service Co., Inc. 
Alyeska workers at the Pipeline 
Club went about their drinking and 
pool playing with little reaction to the 
arrival of the oil, save for one bearded 
fellow who said “the gravy train is 
dead” and his highpaying job would 
soon be over. 
Tourists mingled with Valdez 
residents in other bars and cafes to 
toast the arrival and enjoy the at­ 
tention of television interviews. 
Before the river of oil completed its 
journey, it took one life, soaked a 
section of delicate tundra and 
destroyed 
a 
$20-million 
pump 
building. 
“There’ll be more trouble, you can 
count on that,” said one worker from 
the pipeline terminal. “How do I 
know? Because there are men run­ 
ning this thing, and somebody will 
screw up.” 
Flaws in the system and human 
mistakes were blamed for the six 
halts in the initial run, the last stop­ 
page ending early Thursday with 18 
miles of empty pipe left to fill. 
The cost — in money and lives — of 
getting the oil across Alaska was 
staggering. 


Alyeksa has admitted to more than 
30 deaths over the construction 
period, but officials agreed there were 
“numerous” others killed on pipeline 
projects which the oil company 
consortium did not directly control. 


Those who watched the pipeline 
from its beginning said the toll more 
likely was 150 or so 


The lottery was a fitting symbol of a 
gamble by eight oil companies that 
they could pull off the largest and 
most expensive private construction 
venture in history.

The welfare official said, 
“ we are concerned that 
there are families in the area 
who are needlessly going 
hungry when they could be 
receiving food stamps ” 
Wardlaw theorized that 
many persons who are 
eligible have not applied for 
food stamps due to what he 
called the “ welfare stigma.” 
He said that many people 
perceive welfare clients as 
shiftless, unemployed in­ 
dividuals, 
and, 
con­ 
sequently, do not want to be 
associated with welfare 
services. 
“ That perception is pure 
fallacy,” said the DPW 
official “ Most of our clients 
fall into one of two different 
categories.: 
“ They are suffering from 


temporary financial strain 
which may be caused by any 
number of things, including 
the loss of employment or 
large, unexpected medical 
bills. The other category is 
the 
underemployed—per­ 
sons who are not making 
enough to adequately sup­ 
port their families in the face 
of spiraling inflation.” 


“ We are very concerned 
that all eligible persons 
receive 
food 
stamps,” 
concluded the DPW official. 
In addition to Dallas and 
Tarrant 
Counties, 
the 
regional 
DPW 
offices 
provides services to Cooke, 
Grayson, 
Fannin, 
Wise, 
Denton, Collin, Hunt, Palo

E very day a sm all group of 
slightly confused men step 
off a train at the sm all forest 
village of Ilseng and ask the 
way to “ Costa Del Ilseng.” 
After a 
10-minute walk 
they are locked up for at 
least three weeks behind the 
red board walls of the Ilseng 
labor cam p. 
The form er Nazi cam p in 
eastern Norway was trans­ 
formed into a convict colony 
for drunken drivers in 1963, 
and it is now known to most 
Norwegians as “ Costa Del 
Ilseng.” 
It was given the name by 
inm ates who hesitated to tell 
their friends and relatives — 
not to mention their bosses 
— that they were caught 


driving while drunk. So they 
say they are spending three 
weeks vacation at Costa Del 
Sol — a Spanish tourist area 
popular with Scandinavians. 
But when they return to 
work with skin as pale as 
when they left, m ost have to 
admit 
they 
had 
been 
no 
fu rth e r than “ C osta del 
Ilseng.” 
Most drunken drivers are 
caught 
because 
they 
are 
involved in accidents or be­ 
cause their driving is so bad 
th at 
police 
becom e 
suspicious. 
Som e are caught at ran­ 
dom police road blocks. If a 
driver sm ells of alcohol he is 
rushed to a doctor for a blood 
test. Anyone with m ore than 
0.5 per cent of alcohol in 


th eir blood a u to m a tica lly 
ends up at Ilseng or one of 
several other sim ilar cam ps. 
In addition, drivers lose 
their license for two years, 
and if they transgress three 
or four tim es they can lose 
their license for good. 
To com bine driving and 
drinking in Norway can also 
result in econom ic disaster. 
In su ra n ce com p an ies in­ 
validate their coverage if a 
driver is drunk, even if the 
accident is not his fault. 
The driver with alcohol in

blood 
a u to m a tica lly 
b eco m es resp o n sib le for 
paying the dam ages.

Dear Doc: 
We aet a 
hydrangea plant out into our 
yard last year after it 
bloomed in our house. It 
grew well and has flowered 
this spring. The flowers, 
however, are much smaller 
than last year’s and the 
leaves are a yellowish green. 
It’s on the north side of our 
house. What can we do? 
Expect leaf and flower size 
to diminish under outdoor 
conditions. 
Greenhouse 
plants are more lavishly fed 
and watered Apply iron and 
nitrogen to resolve the 
yellowing. Azalea - camellia 
plant foods are also good 
substitutes should you find 
nothing 
specifically 
for 
hydrangeas. 
Dear Doc: Last year we 
planted big pecan and apple 
trees, which promptly died. 
This year, at your advice, we 
planted 4-6 ft. trees, but even 
these are struggling. Could it 
be something in the soil? All 
our other plants are fine. 
Any time you transplant a 
shrub or tree you run the risk 
of its dying. Plus there is a 


remote chance your soil is 
contaminated Were I you, 
I d replant one more time. 
Stay with the smaller size 
trees, 
preferably 
from 
containers, or at least balled 
and burlapped. and prune to 
compensate for roots lost 
during transplanting. Keep 
well watered and avoid 
nitrogen fertilizers for the 
first 6-12 months. 
Dear Doc: When and how 
do we prune oleanders? 
Right now is excellent. 
Thin out any winter-killed 
limbs. Remove weak, non­ 
productive growth. Fertilize 
with any balanced analysis 
fertilizer and keep the plants 
well watered throughout the 
seasons. 
Dear 
Doc: 
Bagworms 
have cleaned up on our 
arborvitaes, to the point of 
no green leaves on 2-3 of the 
plants. Any hopes the plants 
can come back? 
U n fo rtu n ately , 
m ost 
evergreens 
are 
quite 
reluctant to regrow once 
their foliage is stripped. At 
best you’ll have a pretty big 


pruning job to reshape the 
plants. Apply a nitrogen 
fertilizer to encourage more 
leaves. Easier to spray at 
first signs of damage in May 
to early June. 


Dear Doc: What are some 
tall shade trees that don’t 
spread 
to cover 
entire 
yards? 
Sweet gum, cedar elm, 
bradford pear and bald 
cypress are all decidedly 
upright, quite useful in 
cramped urban quarters. 


Dear Doc: We understand 
creosote and penta-treated 
lumber is not safe for our 
greenhouse. What can we 
use? 
Creosote and, to a lesser 
degree, penta both give off 
toxic fumes. Copper nap- 
thanate and zinc napthanate 
are 
both 
safe 
inside 
greenhouses 
and 
cold 
frames. 
Pressure-treated 
wolmanized pine is also 
satisfactory.

Testers Enjoy ‘Hot Time’

Bees, wasps and spiders 
send many people running. 
But a small percent of the 
population should run for 
their 
lives, 
the 
Texas 
Medical Assn. says. 
Estimates show about 2 
percent or 3 percent of the 
population is hypersensitive 
to insect stings and bites. 
T h ese 
h y p e r s e n s i t i v e 
reactions are more serious 
than the usual pain, itching 
and swelling around a bite 
site. Check with a physician 
if a victim has any reactions 
other 
than 
localized 
problems. Or if there is a 
severe local reaction on the 
face and neck, some doctors 
recommend 
administering 
drugs to 
prevent 
more 
serious reactions. 
Hypersensitive 
reactions 
to insect bites can include 
h e a d a c h e , 
v o m i t i n g , 
diarrhea, a feeling of heat 
throughout the body, itching 
all over the body, breathing 
difficulty and anaphylactic 
shock. This last condition 
can occur in the very small 


percentage of people super­ 
sensitive to insect venom. It 
may be fatal. Anaphylactic 
shock symptoms can include 
weakness, faintness and 
pale, cold, clammy skin. 
Many severe reactions 
occur within 20 minutes to an 
hour after a bite. But a few 
severe reactions may not 
occur until about two weeks 
after a sting. Sometimes 
hypersensitive reactions hit 
people who never have had 
major problems with insect 
bites previously. 
Most reactions to insect 
bites are caused by ants, 
bees, wasps, hornets and 
spiders. However, some 
people have hypersensitive 
reactions to lice, flies, bed 
bugs and other insects. Bees 
seem to be the most common 
offender. 
Bees 
also 
have 
the 
distinction of being one of the 
few insects to leave the 
stinger 
in

victim. 
Attached to the stinger is a 
venom sac that can keep 
pumping venom

victim for awhile. The best 
way to remove the stinger is 
to gently scrape across it 
with a fingernail or knife 
edge or carefully pull it out 
with tw eezers so more 
venom will not be injected.

V i r u s - c a u s e d 
diseases, he says, are among 
major limiting factors in 
profitable pepper production 
worldwide. 
There 
is 
progress, 
however; Villalon and his co­ 
workers are not far from 
releasing several virus- 
resistant varieties they hope 
will be the first steps in 
pushing Texas from its 
number three ranking in 
U.S. pepper, production to 
number one. California and 


Florida are first and second 
at present. 
At A&M, the jalapeno 
flavor project is directed by 
Experim ent Station food 
scientist E E. Burns and his 
research assistant, Amy 
W eisenfelder, a m aster’s 
degree candidate in food 
science. 
Burns says jalapenos are

continues to elude. It is 
Burns and Weisenfelder’s 
goal to establish some kind 
of flavor standard. And 
while they are at it, they also 
want to classify the jalapeno 
as to heat, size, color, and 
texture. Their findings will 
be tabulated and sent to 
Villalon for possible use in

breeding program. 
The

however, is proving to be 
especially 
challenging. 
Some years ago, it was 


thought that mild types of 
the pepper could not be 
raised in Texas or New 
Mexico. Researchers, Burns 
says, did not realize that 
hotness was a genetic factor 
and was governed by a 
dominant gene. A substance 
known as capsicin is the hot 
agent. It is an inherited 
quality and can be altered 
through plant breeding.

According to the people 
who sell bedding plants, by 
far the most popular garden 
vegetable is the tomato. 
That’s not surprising. There’s 
just nothing quite like the 
flavor of a freshly picked, 
sun-ripened tomato. 
Looking at the tomato 
plants you’ve put in for this 
season, and as during the 
season you assess whether 
they’ve produced the type of 
plant and crop you wanted, 
you might like to mull over 
the alternatives in tomato 


types for consideration next 
year. 
The type of tomato or to­ 
matoes you choose to plant 
depends on three factors: the 
space you have available, the 
size of the crop you need, and 
when during the season you 
need it. 
For apartment dwellers, 
those with tiny yards, or for 
the patio there are the small- 
fruited salad tomatoes. There 
are several varieties of these, 
sold under such names as 
Tiny Tim, Patio Hybrid, and 


so on. Some form tiny bushes 
good for pots or edging, some 
form vines good for hanging 
baskets or window boxes. 
They tend to mature rapidly 
and set loads of fruit early in 
the season, then decline. For 
this reason they are very 
suitable for short season 
areas, or for those people who 
like a short season garden. 
The next size up in tomato 
plants is the compact, or “ de­ 
terminate” type. They can be 
grown in tubs of about a 
three-gallon capacity. These 


are the sort listed in your gar­ 
den catalog as “ early.” They 
grow to medium size, stop, 
and set a crop of medium­ 
sized fruit, and then they de­ 
cline. They need to be planted 
about two and a half feet 
apart in the garden. These 
produce ripe tomatoes two to 
four weeks before large-vined 
or main crop tomatoes. 
If the green tomatoes are 


sized up, they can be success­ 
fully ripened indoors in some 
cool spot, wrapped in news­ 
paper individually.

Trees, Like People 
Can Fall in Love 


As boys and girls get 
together love and marriage 
are sure to be, and without 
fail, babies are to follow. 
Fruit trees likewise fall in 
love, but sometimes it is 
under quite unusual con­ 
ditions. 
Take 
for 
instance 
Japanese persimmons. A 
single tree can have female 
flowers; male flowers and 
perfect flowers with both 
male and female parts. Only 
the female flowers produce 
fruit, while the male flowers 
produce pollen. If the female 
flowers receive pollen, the 
fruit will have seeds. If the 
female flowers are not 
pollinated, the developing 
fruit will not have seeds. 
These 
fruits are 
called 
parthenocarpic. 
Most peaches and grapes 
have perfect flowers with 
male and female parts in the 
same flower. These fruits 
are 
most 
alw ays 
self­ 
fruitful, develops true seeds 
and 
are 
called 
her­ 
m aphroditic. The m ajor 
exception is the Thompson 
seedless grape which does 
not require pollination and 
has seedless, parthenocarpic 
fruit and the J.H . Hale peach 
which does not have true 
pollen and requires crop- 
pollination. 
What about pecans? They 
are still different, having 
separate male and female 
flowers on the same tree, a 
condition called monoecism. 
The male catkins can bloom 
early on one variety such as 
Desirable or Western and 
late on other varieties such 
as Choctaw or W ichita. 
Fortunately 
while 
the 
Desirable has fresh male 
pollen, the Choctaw has 
receptive fem ale nutlets, 
thus 
cross-pollination 


results. 


The early pollen varieties 
will cross-pollinate the early 
nutlet varieties while the 
late pollen varieties will 
cross-pollinate 
the 
late 
nutlet varieties. If pecans 
are not cross-pollinated 
small female nutlets will 
shed from the tree in late 
May. If wild native pecan 
trees are grown within 5 
miles, pollination is seldom a 
problem. 


Muscadines, 
plums 
and 
pears have some varieties 
which are self-fruitful with 
perfect flowers; while many 
are pollen sterile. The pollen 
sterile varieties will require 
pollen from the varieties 
with perfect flowers. 


Figs have an unusual 
pollination situation. Most 
all varieties grown in Texas 
are the common fig type and 
do not require pollen, are 
parthenocarpic and do not 
have 
true 
seeds. 
In 
California some figs such as 
Caprifig type have pollen but 
the fruit is not edible. 


As used by gardeners, the 
term “ bedding” has nothing 
to do with sheets and pillow 
cases. 
In older days the term 
originated 
with 
form al 
outdoor 
gardens 
where 
colorful 
plants 
were 
arranged in seasonal pat­ 
terns for showy, striking 
effect. Modern home gar­ 
deners arrange 
bedding 
plants informally, but strive 
for the same bright effects. 
Bedding plants, started from 
seeds and grown to blooming 
sizes 
by 
professional 
growers, allow home gar­ 
deners to achieve virtually 
instant gardening results. 
In selecting bedding plants 
for a summer garden, the 
home gardener has broad 
choices as to color, form, 
height and texture. To insure 
pleasing color combinations 
follow the rules of a color 
wheel. Red, yellow and blue 
are the prim ary colors, 
arranged at equal distances 
around the circle. Orange, 
green and violet are the 
secondary colors at the 
halfway points between the 
primaries. 
Use the warm colors: red, 
orange and yellow with their 
interm ediate 
hues 
in 
sequence; 
and the cool 
colors: blue, green and 
violet for contrast. A group 
of red salvia, for example 
will show off in striking 
fashion an edging of violet 
alyssum. The salvia will also 
blend harm oniously with 
scarlet zinnias planted next 
to orange calendulas which 
are beside yellow marigolds. 
Marigolds as the last in the 
sequence of warm colors 
would be handsomely set off 
by crisp blue ageratum.
